Pudewa was 


PACKERS MAKING A ‘KILLING 


Apparently Getting Enormous 
Profits on Meats at Present. 


PAY LESS, CHARGE THE SAME 


Retailer Says They Refuse as One Man 
to Shade Prices. 


Sol Westerfeld, president of tke Retail 
Merchants’ association, issued a statement 
last night explaining the meat situation from 
the standpoint of the retail dealers. In gen- 
eral he denied that the packers had made any 
reduction in meat prices to the dealers during 
the last few weeks. 

No material reduction has come to us as 
vet, he said. ‘‘ We have visited the packers 
time and time again and asked, even de- 
manded a reduction, for we felt that the con- 
sumer had a right to the benefit of the low 
prices of cattle and hogs on the hoof. The 
packers, have put us off, ing that next 
week, perhaps, the reductifin would come. 
Next week never has e, 

„As a matter of actual fact good beef, na- 
tive cattle, ts as high to us as it was last 
summer. There is no question of the whole- 
saler here, for we deal directly with the 
branch houses of Swift and Armour and the 
others. The peculiar part of it is that the 
prices in cache these houses are the same 
every day. 

Loins and Ribs ‘Higher. 

* Loins and ribs are higher than they were 
@ year ago at this time. Ham usvally sells 
lower at this time of the year, and there has 
been a reduation of 1 cent a pound. But 
bacon is selling at 20% cents. Beef loins are 
selling at 18 cents and ribs at 16 cents. They 
are hard to get. 

“Last week hogs that usually sell at $6.20 
a hundred pounds sold for $3.70. This is the 
price the packers paid. Waturally every re- 
taller demanded a reduction. We thought 
the consumers ought to get this benefit, but 
no reduction was forthcoming.

How Recall Is Considered, 

Just what relation the dispatch of the fleet 
under Admiral Evans to the Pacific waters 
may have had to the recalled Japanese am- 
bassador remains to be seen. Ordinarily the 
movement of the ships of one nation cannot 
be considered as a matter which concerns 
any other nation. If our relations with Japan 
were really strained to the breaking point, 
Japan might consider the dispatch of the 
fleet to the Pacific waters as a threat. No 
one imagined, however, that the little difmfi- 
culty over the school question in San Fran- 
cisco, or resentment in Japan against our 
partial exclusion act, had reached a point 
where Japan would be justified in resenting 
the cruise of Admiral Evans and his big fleet. 

Naval officers and others who have 
watched the situation with great solicitude 
will be inclined to say that the recall of 
Viscount Aoki, demonstrating, as it does, 
that the Japanese government is by no means 
as friendly to the United States as he was, 
has fully justified the action of the president 
in sending the fleet. \ 


Roosevelt May Be Blamed. 

Critics of the president may be incliged to 
take the point of view that the recall o Am- 
bassador Aoki is a gentle hint on the part 
of Japan that it does not relish the dis- 
patch of a large fleet to the Pacific. 

These same critics of the president may,, 
therefore, be inclined to say that the dispatch 
of the fleet, instead df preventing a clash, 
fs his warmest admirers firmly believe, has 
precipitated it, and that the first evidence of 
this is the recall of the Japanese ambasss- 
dor. 

People who are not acquainted with diplo- 
matic procedure must not imagine for an in- 
stant that when the Japanese ambassador 
leaves here in about two weeks if will mean 


the ‘severance of diplomatic relations be- 


tween this country and Japan, or anything 
like that. 

On the contrary, ouy relations will con- 
tinue exactly the same as they are at pres- 
ent, from a diplomatig point of view. The 
only thing will be that Ambassador Ki and 
Visceuntess Aoki wil be seen no more, for 
the time being, at least, at the embassy on N 
street. 


» Baron Ishii May Be Named. 

His place will be taken by Mr. Tsunefiro 
Miyaoka, first secretary and counselor of 
the embassy, who will become chargé d@’af- 
faires during the absence of the ambassador. 

The chargé will have all the power of an 
ambassador until a successor to Viscount 
Aoki is appointed. Just who that successor 
may be is for the present a matter of specula- 
tion only.

Baron Ishii 
has just given out a statement im Tokio,

Favors Stoppage of Emigration. 

He declared that some of the Japanese resi- 
dents already here believe their prospects of 
securing a satisfactory livelihood were being 


interfered with by the rush of their country- 


meh from Hawalt and Mexico. 

Baron Ishil, in, ax interview, took the pacific 
ground t the Japanese already in the 
United States had a right to consideration by 
the home government, and that their peace 
and comfort could be best preserved by put- 
ting a stop to Japanese emigration to the 
United States at its fountainhead. 

He believed it would be wise to do this at 
the present time to forestall the possible 
passage by the American congress of an act 
excluding all Japanese and putting them on 
the same basis as the Chinese. 


J apan’s Move Extraordinary. — 


In view of the reasonable statements like 
this of Baron Ishii, the recall of Viscount 
Aoki appears the more extraordinary. 

The congressional delegations from the 
Pacific coast have arrived in Washington 
clamoring for an exclusion act. 

Secretary Root has found it necessary to 
prot to the Japanese government against 
the laxity of their passport system, as the 
result of which Japanese have been coming 
into the United States direct in larger num- 
bers than ever before, in addition to the 
many who have been slipped over the border 
from Canada and Mexico. 

Within a few days Ambassador O’Brien 
has presented this protest to the Japanese 
government. His representations were re- 
ceived on the surface with the utmost friend- 
liness, and yet the first result has been the 
surprising one of the recall of the Japanese 
ambassador at a time when his friendly re- 
lations with this government might prove of 
the utmost importance iW preventing aclash. 


Result May Be All Important.

** Some people attribute the trouble to the 
policies of the president of the United States, 
while others find the cause in the gambling 
of Wall street, but it is probable that in 
neither of these extremes will be found the 
real cause of the present financial situation.

On the rear platform nobody should 8 


allowed to stand except the conductor. 


Passengers getting on and off should not 
be forced to shoulder their way through a 
dense crowd as they are now. The packed 
rear platform is the meak thief’s hunting 
ground. 

Cars should be run so near together that 
passengers would not be so eager as they 
now are to get iato the first one that 


} comes along, even though they saw it was 


full to overfiowing. They would not be 
irritated by the comductor’s advice of 
“take the next ear if the car were al- 
most upon them. With eufficient cars run- 
ning it would be possible, except, perhaps, 
in the worst moments of the rush hours, 
to restrict the number of people on a car 
to its fixed comfortable capacity. 

The Obicago City railway company has 
made a move in that direction by putting 
on a number of the “ pay as you enter” 
cars. The trunk lines wheré there is the 
most overcrowding should be equipped 
with them first, and there should be so 
many of them in service that it would be 
possible to enforce at all times rules 
against overcrowding. 

The Chicago Railways company has 
not yet accepted its ordinance, and the 
board of eupervising engineers has no 
jurisdiction over the west and north side 
Un When the ordinance shall have 
been accepted the board should make the. 
} railways company begin to copy the new 
] methods of the south side company, and 
thus lessen the evils of overcrowding.

In cases. where large 
mercantile houses have adopted the motor 
ear there is no disposttion to return to 
the old methods. It is not a matter of 
personal whim or fancy but the satisfac- 
tory result of an honest and earnest er- 
periment. And.that the employment of 
such cars is not more general is due to a 
variety of reasona, none of which has 
anything to do with the conditions which 
must speedily prevail. 

The general use of motor cars, both 
for pleasuring and business life, must 
bring about a decidedly improved condi- 
tion of streets and roads: That England 
is in advance of the United States in the 
matter of commercial motors may be at- 
tributed to the superiority of the high- 
ways and the better conditions for trans- 
portation. In the existing circumstanees 
in Obicago already many business houses 
have experimented successfully with the 
new power. As the streets and the roads 
leading into and through the country are 
put in shape the experiments will be more 
general and the use of the horse will cor- 
respondingly decline. This statement, 
made so enthusiastically a tew years ago, 
becomes more reasonable and convincing 
as the days go by.

made for himself. But when he in turn, 
after eighteen years of reign, was driven out 
of the country by the revolution of 1848, the 
mob seized the throne, carried it off to the 
Place de la Bastille, and burned it there in 
a grand bonfire.

_As for the throne of Napoleon III., it fella 
prey to the flames that destroyed the palace 
of the Tuileries during the terrible nye of 
the commune in 1871. 

The action of the government in placing 
the throne just recovered in the Museum of 
Decorative Art is destined to serve as 4 sort 
of notification to the duke of Orleans and to 
other pretenders that the French repub- 
lic considers that it has.nothing to fear in the 
shape of any monarchical restoration, and 
that it can therefore afford to set up the for- 
mer throne of France on exhibition as an 
historic relic, and — an archeological eur! 
osity. 

— 

King Bdward has quite a number of 
thrones. There is one at Buckingham palace 
and another in St. James’ palace. There is 
a third at Windsor—a beautiful affair of 
carved fvory, adorned with all sorts of gems, 
especially emeralds, and was presented to the 
late Queen Victoria by the maharajah of 
Travancore. It stands at the farther end of 
the chief audience chamber after leaving St. 
George's hall, and rests upon a dais. 

Then of course there is the throne occi- 
pied by King Edward in the house of lords 
when he opens parlament, and which is 
familiar to every one of my readers who hap 
visited the palace of Westminster. 

Finally, there is the throne of Edward the 
Confessor, in which every sovereign who has 
reigned over England during the last thou- 
eand years has been crowned. 

With the exception of Queen Victoria, no 
sovereign has occupied it more than once, 
namely, on the occasion of the coronation, 
Queen Victoria sat in it twice—first, when 
she was crowned, and then on the occasion 
of that wonderful pageant in Westminster 
abbey in celebration of her golden jubilee. 


—~o- 


The king of Denmark can likewise boast of 
several thrones, two of the most important 
being in the Rosenberg palace at Copen- 
hagen. The right hand one, which is destined 
to the king, is made of whales’ horn, is 
adorned with all sorts of strange figures, 
while a wonderful amethyst gleams in a 
globe at the top of the throne. 

The other throne, for the use of the queen, 
is of silver. Three great silver lions stand 
near the throne. One is placed lengthwise 
in front of it, and two at the sides. These 
lions have a strange history, and play no 
unimportant part in Danish pageants. 

They are Denmark's symbol of sovereignty 
and its heraldic beasts, and are named 
“Great Belt, Little Belt,” and the 
„ Sound,” after Denmark's straits. 

They take an actual part in all coronations, 
and when kings or queens of Denmark are 
carried to their last rest in the Roskilde ca- 
thedral these lions are taken and borne aloft 
in the funeral procession, and are duly re- 
— to the throne room after the ceremony 


King Alto wise has four great silver 
ine ing Alfonso le wing ct to his principal 
throne in the Salle di Embajadores in the 
royal palace at Madrid. 

The lions are differently placed from those 
around the Danish throne. They stand on 
the wide steps of the dais, with their heads 
turned from the throne, as if guarding its oc- 
cupant, and when King Alfonso was a child 
he more than once relieved the tedium of 
some of the court ceremonies by taking ad- 
vantage of his mother being engaged in de- 
livering a speech to clamber down from his 
throne and to get astride of one of these sil- 
ver lions, thereby disturbing the solemnity 
of the occasion.

The sultan of Turkey has several thrones, 
one in the palace of the Old Seraglio, another 
at the Yildis kiosque, and the third, and 
finest of all, in the palace of ‘the Dolma 
Bagtche 

These thrones are quite different in shape 
to those of hig Christian fellow rulers. 

natead of being chairs of state, they are 
comfortable couches, resting under wide can- 
opies, each big enough to cover a bed of mod- 
erate dimensions. They are also railed in at 
the sides, but open in front; and whereas 
they stand in some of the most gorgeous 
throne rooms in the world, they themselves 
are noteworthy for their plainness and sim- 
piicity. 

The Kremlin throne, which of all those be- 
longing to Czar Nicholas is the most im- 
portant, and in the eyes of the people the 
most sacred, is notable for the fact that there 
are three chairs of state beneath the canopy, 
the center one in gold and precious stones 
being for the czar, while the chairs on either 
side are for his consort and for his mother. 


„ 


As for Emperor William, he has two 
thrones, one as German emperor and the 
other as king of Prussia, besides, of course, 
a number of other chairs of state. 

The throne as German emperor ig valued 
at about $100,000, was constructed for the 
present kaiser’s grandfather, old Emperor 
William, and ite design is symbolical of the 
existing federation of sovereign states con- 
stituting the German empire. 

The chair is quite lofty, of native woods in 
national tints, with ermorial bearings. The 
tips of the arms are of solid gold, with a 
setting.of emeralds. 

The back of it towers to a canopy beneath 
wooden pillars that suggest triumphant col- 
umns, and is gorgeous with leather, silk, and 
iwory. The canopy is of cloth of gold, with 
armorial bearings which are seen above the 
head of the monarch when he is seated on 
the throne.

Talking of thrones reminds me that sev- 
eral royal crowns are about to come into the 
market. They are not continental crowns, 
but bona fide insignia of British royalty, and 
are the identical crowns which were used for 
the coronations of King Charles II., of King 
James II., of King George IV., and of Queen

What Courts Have to Say.

[If 
the present banking situation obtains, com- 
pany manegements will find it difficult to 
borrow money at any but excessive rates. 


It is impossible to foretell what will be the 


financial situation thirty days hence. 
The general belief is that it will be much 


|. better, but it will probably be deemed pru- 


dent simply to defer payments, although the 
money may be in bank with which to meet 
them, Certainly after sixty days from now 
the money market may te expected to have 
greatly eased, and the stockholders mean- 
while will have been only temporarily in- 
commoded, and that to the advantage of the 
financial position of their company. 


Bank Call Expected Soon. 


A call for a statement of the condition of 


the national banks is expected within a few 
days. Local nationals have been increasing 
their reserves through liquidation and are 
now in a fair condition. The controller of the 
currency has withheld the call considerately. 
There was a time when some of the national 
banks here were rephrted to have cash re- 
serves around 14 per cent as againat the re- 
quired 25 per cent. 


Treasury Demands Legal Tender. 


Secretary Cortelyou has depided that the 
national banks must begin paying lawful 
money to the government in settlement of } 
internal revenue. Since the financial dis- 
turbance became acute the banks have been 
sending bank notes to the subtreasurtes in- 
stead of lawful money. The arder of the 
secretary means that the banks will have 
to use their cash reserve, including gold 
and United States notes. The order is 
equivalent to withdrawing cash from the 
reserve of the banks. 


Outlying Banks Have Cash. 


Some evidence that clearing house checks 


have not 3 freely in autlying busi- 
ness districts is afforded by the fact that 
the Oakland Nati at Thirty-minth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue has been deposit- 
ing regularly with its clearing house agent 
currency in relatively large amounts. The 
small trades people have insisted as much as 
possible on currency and have even agreed 
to let bills run until the situation changes 
rather than accept anything but well known 
forms of money. 


November L“ Traffic. 


Trafic of the local elevated railroads for 
the month of November showed a good in- 
crease over the corresponding month last 
year, with the exception of the figures of 
the Metropolitan elevated. These latter 
showed a decrease in the daily average of 
number of passengers carried of 968, or 0.63 
percent. The loss is attributed to the laying 
off of men in the large plants in the terri- 
tory served by the Metropolitan. North- 
western and South Side elevated each had 
large gains.
